WOULD AFFICCT RAILROADS. 


Bills 
Introduced in Legislature 
to 


Benefit Piililic.-. 


Senator Howard Teasdale of Sparta 


introduced four bills dealing wtih rail- 
roads in the Wisconsin senate on Wed- 
nesday. 


One prohibits the railroads frp m, 


changing 10 cents extra in cases where 
a passenger fails to buy his ticket be- 
fore boarding the train. 


Another provides that brakemen on 


all lines shall be instructed to aid 
women and infirm persons in boarding 
and alighting from trains.- 
. - 


The third requires the employment 


of auditors on all passenger trains, 
whose duty it shall be to celled fares, 
thus relieving- conductors • of 
work 


which will interfere with their super- 
vision of the operation ut the train. 


Since newspapers in Wisconsin were 


prohibited from taking transportation 
in payment of advertising bills, time 
tables have not appeared in all of the 
papers of the state. Senator Teasdale 
introduced a bill on Wednesday by 
which railroads will' be required to 
publish local time tables in the news- 
papers of the towns or cities where 
stations are maintained and to pay the 
rate charged by the newspapers for 
such insertion. 


The train bulletin at railroad sta- 


tions will be no longer cursed as a .pre- 
varicator if the 
bill introduced by 


Senator Teasdale is approved by both 
houses of the legislature. 
This bill 


requires the railroad company to post 
th'e exact time of arrival of the train 
and to repost any, additional informa- 
tion of delay of that schedule immedi- 
ately. Jt also compels the posting of 
the exact -time the train will arrive 
ivithin five minutes of its arrival..

ASKS FIVE BUILT EACH YEAR 


.Appropriation of $I50,OOO Annually 


Necessary for Plan—Combination of 
.State .'Boards and Railroad Regula- 
tion Proposed by Other Measures. 


Madison.—Speaker Hull has intro- 


duced .in. the assembly his hill for 
-.county agricultural schools. 
It is in 


substance the same bill which Mr. 
2-lulI introduced two years ago and 
-which passed the assembly by a large 
majority, .but failed in. the- senate 
The bJir proposed 
an 
agricultural 


school for each county. 
A school 


•which wiil tako the pupils from the 
yural and grade schools who cannot 
so to high school and give them prac- 
tical training In farming and domes- 
tic science. 
Such schools, Mr. Hull 


believes, are most needed in the 
more sparsely settled counties which 
lire not able to supply the need them- 
selves. He would have the .state ap- 
propriate each year ?150,000, which 
would build live schools in as many 
counties, annually, taking about four- 
teen years to roach all the counties. 


Would Combine State Boards. 


The ofHces of fish and game war- 


den, state forester and state park 
board rae abolished by a bill intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Alex John- 
son.' In place of these offices 
and 


boards the bill provides for the ap- 
pointment of a conservation commis- 
sioner who is to be appointed by the 
governor and receive a salary of 
$5,000 a year. 
At almost the same 


time Senator John M. True, Bara- 
boo. Introduced a bill to abolish the 
office of the state park board and 
transfer the work to the 
forestry 


board. 
The bill carries an annual 


appropriation of ?25,000 for the use 
•of the forestry board to purchase 
lands for the extension of the state 
parks and forestry reserves and the 
•work of the office. 


Bills Affect Railroads. 


Sunntor Teasedale of Sparta has 


introduced four 
bills dealing with 


railroads. 
One prohibits the rail 


roads from charging 10 cents extra 
ii\ cases where a passenger fails to 
buy nib ticket before boarding tin 
train.

Tho fourth requires the publishing 
of time-tables in newspapers.

' A unique timepiece

They furnish irreen 
substance for winter feeding, r«g-u- 
Jate the digestive -organs and keep the 
stock in- the best of health. 


In feeding cows the trouble of 


which so many 
epmplain, 
namely, 


"tainted milk," has not been experi- 
enced. The turnips are cut up, so as 
not to choke the cow, and fed only as 
a part of the regular ration. 
Avoid 


feeding in excess and "treating" the 
cows at odd times. 


Turnips may be profitably substi- 


tuted for much high priced grain. In 
feeding sheep ^turnips are of especial 
value. 
They furnish the bulk and 


succulence so essential. 


For hogs and11 poultry cooked tur- 


nips are relished much more. 
The 


slop is thickened with bran or shorts. 
To poultry it is fed as a warm mash 
in the evening and results are very 
good. Sometimes I cut a few turnips 
in two and throw them into the runs. 
Turnips are very good for young pigs, 
prompting growth and producing bone. 
They are also very good for brood 
sows and may constitute at least half 
of the ration. 
After farrowing they 


are fed in reduced quantities and 
seem to induce milk production;—Farm 
and Home.

York 
city.- This jury recommended that 
a public commission be appointed

Mr. Rockefeller was foreman of 
that grand jury and he thereafter 
gave the subject deep thought'and 
conferred with a large number 01 
leading men and women. "These con- 
ferences," says Mr. Rockefeller, "de- 
veloped the feeling that a public com- 
mision would labor under a number 
of disadvantages; such as the fact 


i that that it'would be short lived; 
; that its work would be done pub- 
|licly; that at best it could hardly do 
more than present recommendations. 
So the 'conviction grew that in or- 
der to make a real" and lasting im- 
provement in conditions, a permanent 
organization should be created, the 
continuation of which would not be 
dependent upon a temporary wave of

In this laboratory it is pro- 
posed to study from the physical, 
mental, social and moral side each 
person committed to the reformatory. 
This study will be carried on by ex- 
perts and each case will be kept un- 
der observation for from three weeks 
to three months, as may be required. 
When the diagnosis is completed, it 
is hoped that the laboratory will be 
u position to recommend the treat- 
ment most likely to reform the nil- 
dividual, or, if reformation is impos- 
sible, to recommend permanent cus- 
.odial care. 
Furthermore, reaching 


out beyond the individuals involved, 
t is believed that thus important 
.ontributions may be made to a full- 
er knowledge of the condition ulti- 
nately responsible for vice.

Their reading is 
interesting as they show 5n a striking 
manner the prosperity of the.country, 
and deal with, economic matters In a 
first hand way. Those who know any- 
thing of Canadian banking methods 
know the stability of these institu- 
tions, and the high character o£ the 
men who are placed in charge. In 
discussing the land situation the Pres. 
Ident of the Union Bank of Canada, 
whose branches are to be found in all 
parts of the Canadian West, said:— 


"A good deal has been said about 


speculation In land. • The Increase in 
land values has added enormously to 
the assets of Western business, and 
has to some extent formed a basis for 
extended credit, but this Is not felt to 
be a drawback when the value Is real 
and convertible. We consider that a 
business standing which Is strength- 
ened and enhanced by property hold- 
ings is. en titled to a reasonable en- 
largement of credit for legitimate busi- 
ness operations." 
' 
It will thus be seen that, the banks 


recognize the certain rise in the value 
of farm lands In Western 
Canada. 


When'the facts are known of the won- 
derful producing qualities of farm 
lands in the Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, it is sim- 
ple to understand the liberal stand 
taken by the banks.

Wheat that would yield 40 
bushels per acre, would bring on the 
market 70c (a fair figure) per bushel, 
a gross return of $28.00 per acre. Al- 
low $12.00 per acre (an outside figure) 
there would be a balance of $16.00 per 
acre net profit. This figure should 
siitisfy anyone having land that cost 
less than $100.00 per acre. Very much 
less return than this proves satisfac- 
tory to those holding lands in Iowa 
and Illinois worth from $250 to $300 
per acre.
